BANK  BILLS  OF  VERMONT. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  century  Vermont  had 
a State  currency  with  branch  banks  at  Middle- 
bury,  Burlington,  Westminster,  and  Woodstock 
The  State  Treasurer’s  office  was  located  at  Wood- 
stock,  and  here  the  notes  were  redeemed  and 
paid  in  full,  probably  during  the  years  from  1826 
to  1835. 

Most  of  these  notes  must  have  been  destroyed 
after  their  redemption,  but  a small  lot,  comprising 
some  650  notes,  many  in  very  dilapidated  con- 
dition, escaped  the  fate  of  the  others,  and  have 
lately  been  placed  in  our  hands  for  sale  to  col- 
lectors. A careful  examination  and  division  of 
the  notes  revealed  the  following  facts:  — 

Of  the  Burlington  Branch  we  found  one  or 
more  notes  of  following  denominations,  50c.,  75c., 
§1.00,  2.00,  5.00. 

Of  the  Middlebury  Branch,  50c.,  75c.,  $1.00,

The  total  number  of  banks  and  denominations 
is  therefore  29  ; but  as  there  are  varieties  in  sev- 
eral of  the  enumerated  issues,  at  least  5 sets  of 
25  notes  each  can  be  made  up  for  those  collectors 
who  desire  to  possess  the  greatest  possible  num- 
ber of  banks,  denominations,  and  varieties.

Collectors  will,  of  course,  understand  that  the 
limit  of  time  for  redemption  by  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont expired  some  fifty  years  ago,  and  that  the 
sole  and  only  use  to  which  these  notes  can  now 
be  put  is  to  place  in  albums  and  collections  of 
paper  money  or  State  Banks  currency,  to  fill  a 
space,  until  the  present  time,  entirely  vacant ; for, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  stray  specimens,  no 
bank-bills  of  Vermont  have  ever  been  offered  to 
collectors,  or  are  likely  to  be  offered  hereafter. 


J LAMES  OLLVER’S  WAR  MEDALS. 

The  large  and  important  collection  of  English 
and  other  military  war  medals  and  decorations, 
formed  by  the  late  James  Oliver  of  New  York 
City,  was  sold  in  London  on  Friday,  July  31  last, 
Among  the  general  military  service  medals,  1 793— 
1814,  are  found  several  of  special  interest  to 
Americans,  because  they  were  granted  for  ser- 
vices against  the  United  States.  One  with  bar, 
inscribed  “ Chateauguay,”  sold  for  £7  17s.  6L. ; 
another,  same  bar,  £7  r 5.1-. ; the  Chrystler’s  Farm 
medal  sold  for  £10  15 r. ; one  Fort  Detroit-Chryst- 
ler’s  Farm  (2  bars)  ,£57;  but  the  highest  price 
was  realized  by  the  medal  with  three  bars,  “Fort 
Detroit,  Chateauguay,  Christler’s  Farm,”  which 
realized  £65,  the  highest  price  paid  for  any  medal 
in  the  sale,  and  within  $75.00  of  the  price  paid 
for  it  by  Mr.  Oliver.  Total  proceeds  of  sale, 
£'825. 

In  connection  with  war  medals,  it  may  be 
proper  to  state,  and  collectors  should  know,  that 
while  some  of  the  English  war  medals  of  an  early 
period,  like  the  above,  are  unquestionably  rare, 
others  of  late  issue  are  quite  common  and  bring 
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scarcely  more  than  their  bullion  value.  1’his  may 
arise  from  the  duplication  of  medals  allowed  by 
the  English  War  Office.  Any  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier  or  sailor,  who  has  lost  his  medal 
or  disposed  of  it,  can  obtain  a duplicate  on  the 
payment  of  a fee  of  5 shillings.  From  the  fre- 
quency of  the  operation  an  immense  number  of 
English  war  medals  have  found  their  way  into 
the  hands  of  collectors  and  dealers,  and  some  of 
the  issues  sell  at  very  low  prices  in  London. 


THE  COIN  COLLECTION  OF  THE  U.  S. 

MINT. 

The  National  Cabinet  was  organized  in  1838, 
receiving  its  first  official  recognition  by  an  appro- 1 
priation  made  by  Congress  March  3,  1839.  This 
appropriation  was  “for  specimens  of  ores  and 
coins  to  be  reserved  at  the  Mint,”  and  it  has  been 
continued  through  subsequent  years  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  Specimens  of  all  issues  of  the  regular 
series  of  Unitfed  States  coins,  pattern  pieces, 
assay  and  other  medals  struck  at  the  National 
Mint,  are  added  from  year  to  year;  also  coins 
and  medals  obtained  by  purchase  or  exchange, 
and  foreign  coins  received  as  bullion  but  withheld 
from  the  melting  pot  on  account  of  their  numis- 
matic value. 

In  i860  a descriptive  catalogue,  entitled  “ The 
Coins  of  all  Nations,”  was  published  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  the  Hon. 
James  Ross  Snowden,  and  prepared  by  Mr.  George 
Bull,  then  in  charge  of  the  cabinet.  Valuable 
advice  and  assistance  in  the  work  were  received 
from  Mr.  William  E.  Dubois,  Assistant  Assayer 
and  Curator,  a distinguished  numismatist  of  the 
period.  It  was  a valuable  compilation,  but  so 
costly  that  few  copies  were  sold  either  to  book 
buyers  or  to  the  many  thousand  visitors  who  con- 
stantly throng  the  Mint  buildings. 

The  total  number  of  coins  and  medals  at  pres- 
ent in  the  national  collection  exceeds  12,000,  all 
select,  and  sometimes  valuable  specimens  of 
every  age  and  country.  In  its  entirety,  the  col- 
lection is  now  by  far  the  finest  and  largest,  as  well 
as  the  most  important,  in  the  country.  In  the 
display  made,  prominence  is,  of  course,  accorded 


to  the  American  colonial  and  national  coinages, 
of  which  nearly  entire  series  are  arranged  by 
| States  for  the  colonies,  and  in  chronological  order 
for  the  regular  issues  of  the  Mint,  including  pat- 
tern pieces  and  assays.  The  coins  of  foreign 
countries  are  grouped  in  cases,  and  comprise 
coins  of  ancient  Greece,  autonomous  and  regal ; 
coins  of  France,  the  German  Empire  and  States, 
Great  Britain  and  dependencies,  Italy,  Switzer- 
land, and  other  European  countries ; coins  of  the 
Orient,  and  a large  number  of  medals  relating  to 
important  events  or  of  distinguished  individuals. 

In  past  years  all  dies  used  for  the  gold,  silver 
and  copper  coins  were  retained  at  the  Mint,  and 
accumulated  in  a room  devoted  to  this  purpose. 
No  rule  forbidding  their  use  after  the  year  for 
which  they  were  made  had  been  formulated, 
hence  it  was  quite  natural,  when  a demand  for 
scarce  dates  sprung  up  with  the  collecting  mania, 
some  thirty  years  ago,  that  advantage  of  this  lax 
system  should  have  been  taken  by  a clique  of 
unscrupulous  dealers,  aided  and  abetted  by 
thoughtless  Mint  officials.  The  result  was  a sur- 
reptitious issue  of  a number  of  rare  coins,  struck 
from  the  original  dies,  among  them  several  1804 
dollars,  1827  quarter  dollars,  1804  and  1823  cents, 
half  cents  in  the  40s,  etc.,  all  of  which  eventually 
found  their  way,  for  a consideration,  into  the 
cabinets  of  the  collectors  of  the  period.  This 
nefarious  practice  finally  caused  considerable  un- 
favorable comment,  if  not  scandal,  and,  after  a 
congressional  investigation,  all  the  dies  which  had 
been  preserved  were  canceled  and  destroyed 
before  a committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
and  it  was  decided  and  ordered  that  in  the  future 
all  dies  prepared  or  used  at  the  Mint  should  be 
canceled  and  destroyed  at  the  end  of  each  year, 
thus  forever  preventing  the  recurrence  of  such  a 
condemnable  practice. 

The  only  exception  to  this  rule  is  now  in  the 
case  of  dies  of  medals  struck  by  order  of  Con- 
gress, of  presidential  and  private  medals,  of  which 
copies  can  always  be  obtained  by  any  one  apply- 
ing for  them,  on  payment  of  a fixed  price.  The 
Mint  also  sells  to  collectors  and  visitors,  during: 

O 

the  year  of  coinage  only,  specimens  or  sets  of  the 
gold,  silver,  nickel  and  copper  coins  in  proof  con- 
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dition,  and  at  a price  only  slightly  in  excess  of 
the  face  value. 

The  coins  of  the  United  States  at  present  au- 
thorized by  Congress  are  gold  double-eagles, 
eagles,  half  and  quarter  eagles,  silver  dollars, 
halves,  quarters,  dimes,  nickel  five  cents,  bronze 
cents.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  coinage  of  gold 
dollars,  of  twenty  and  five  cents  silver,  of  silver 
and  nickel  three  cent  pieces,  and  of  two  cents 
bronze,  have  all  been  discontinued. 

An  index  of  the  coins  and  medals  of  the  cabi- 
net of  the  National  Mint  has  lately  been  prepared 
by  Mr.  R.  A.  McClure,  Curator.  It  is  a forty- 
page  pamphlet,  giving  summaries  of  the  coins 
and  medals  at  present  in  the  cabinet,  supple- 
mented with  biographical  and  geographical  in- 
dexes, a list  of  the  portraits  of  past  Directors  of 
the  Mint,  a table  of  the  intrinsic  value  of  the 
gold  and  silver  coins  of  the  world,  and  a price-list 
of  the  national  and  presidential  medals  obtain- 
able through  the  Mint  Superintendent.  It  is  a 
carefully  compiled  work,  giving  in  a condensed 
form  much  important  and  useful  information  on 
the  subject.  Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  O.  C. 
Bosbyshell,  the  present  Superintendent,  copies 
are  mailed  free  of  charge,  on  application,  to  well- 
known  collectors,  institutions  of  learning,  public 
libraries  and  the  press.
